The goal of the province 
in providing sustainable 
health care is to provide 
faster and better access to 
family physicians, says the 
Niagara-on-the-Lake family 
health team director. 

Maria Bau-Coote, also the 
chair of the NOTL Health 
Services SteeringCommlttee 
looking at future health care 
delivery for NOTL, is refer¬ 
encing a recent provincial 

It calls for family health 
care to be the hub of the 
health care system, provid¬ 
ing better care closer to 
home, and suggests moving 
routine procedures current¬ 
ly conducted in hospitals 
into the community. 

Everything the province 
recommends dovetails with 
the goal of the steering com¬ 
mittee, which is to provide 
as many services as possible 
in an accessible, not-for- 
profit setting, says Bau- 
Coote. 

In addition to having all 
the family health team doc¬ 
tors and health care provid¬ 
ers under one roof, it could 
provide a home for all the 
laboratory, x-ray and physi¬ 
cal therapy services now 
offered at the hospital. It 
could also offer space for the 
palliative care office and for 
Community Care Access 
Centre staff, she says. 

Although several develop¬ 
ers have offered to build a 
health centre and lease 
space to all the partners 
Bau-Coote hopes to bring 
together, for some, the 
square-foot rental cost 
would be out of the ques- 

She would also like to see 
the hospital auxiliary, which 
plans to continue to assist 
with health care by moving 
to a community-centred 
service, have a permanent 
home to use as a base for its 
volunteer work. 

In a not-for-profit centre, 
that space could be made 
available at a nominal fee or 
at no cost, at the discretion 
of the board of directors, she 

Special services, such as 
dialysis, could also be pro¬ 
vided locally, improving 
access for patients and sav¬ 
ing money for the province, 
said Bau-Coote. 


Doctors and for-profit ser¬ 
vice providers would pay 
market rent, and the board 
would be responsible for 
ensuring capiti and operat¬ 
ing costs are met. 

Still to be determined is 
who would own the centre - 
there is a corporate start-up 
committee working out 
details such as that and how 
the financing would work. 

"We’re trying to be vision¬ 
ary," said Bau-Coote. “We 
want to be the new kid on 
the block doing something 
different, but this isn't just 
our vision. We’re following 
ministry guidelines." 

The closure of the hospi¬ 
tal in April will affect four 
family health team doctors, 
and the lab and x-ray depart¬ 
ments, which will need new 
homes, she said. 

A presentation of the 
option of a new not-for- 
profit building was made to 
council in December, asking 
for support in principle so 
the committee could move 


forward with selecting a site. 
Councillors balked at 
endorsing the plan at this 
point, asking for more infor¬ 
mation. 

The committee doesn’t 
need municipal approval, 
says Bau-Coote, but it will 


be applying for grants to 
help fimd the new health 
centre, and a letter of sup¬ 
port from the Town would 
be significant. 

“We would need to show 
that the community is par¬ 
ticipating. We’d like to show

that what we’re suggesting is 
seen as good for the com¬ 
munity.” 

Bau-Coote promises more 
public participation in the 
new year, once the working 
groups of the steering com¬ 
mittee have more informa- 

“We have good people in 
those working groups, peo¬ 
ple who are passionate 
about what they’re doing 
and have extensive experi¬ 
ence in their fields.” 

The committee also con¬ 
tinues to meet with Chateau 


Gardens, Upper Canada 
Lodge and Pleasant Manor, 
all long-term care residenc¬ 
es in NOTL, hoping to place 
some transitional beds for 
patients who require some 
hospital care. 

Sites the committee is 
considering for the health 
care centre include the 
Wellington St. hospital prop¬ 
erty, the Niagara Medical 
Centre, the former high 
school property, the former 
credit union building on 
Niagara Stone Rd. and the 
town-owned land beside 
the community centre.

Cavasin had joined 
about 40 swim-suited par¬ 
ticipants at the Penguin 
Club dip at Ball’s Beach in 
Niagara-on-the-Lake. 

It was the second frigid 
swim into the mouth of 
the Niagara River for the 
19-year-old. 

To become an official 
penguin, participants do 
the dip three times at each 
event, for three years. 

And this sophomore 
plunge was not the charm 


for this Niagara Falls resi¬ 
dent after her first dunk on 
Friday. 

"So freezing," she said as 
the throng yelled and 
shrieked back to the trailer 
donated by Niagara ATV 
Sales. “It was worse than 
the first swim!" 

Her mother Patti was 
one of many to watch by 
the sidelines of the old 
town bank and beach. 

“She’s crazy,” she 
laughed. "But she’s brave.” 

By the third wade-in, 


Cavasin — her skin two 
shades paler — was ready 
to head back to any place 

"I have a cold so I was 
scared of pneumonia,” she 
said. “But I will keep on 
doing it — I’ll do it until I 
die. 

"It’s always a feeling 
thing to accomplish, it’s 
scary at first but then you 
can tell yourself ‘yea, I did 
it,” she said.

It’s a tradition here at the Advance to 
look back on the year’s news, and specu¬ 
late on expectations for the coming year. 

We ended 2013 with a prediction about 
the municipal election - and boy, were we 
wrong. We guessed that all members on 
council last term would run again, and 
there would be litde or no change. Yet 
here we are with a new lord mayor and 
three new members of council, which is 
huge for a small town that traditionally 
re-elects incumbents. We look forward to 
watching our new council during the next 
four years. 

We knew there was a provincial elec¬ 
tion ahead as we wrapped up 2013, and 
that Liberal MPP Kim Craitor was not 
running. We predicted the Liberals would 
not elect our next MPP - at least we were 
on the mark with that. 

As the year ended, the future of 
Parliament Oak played a huge part in our 
news. There was a fear that the school 
board would call for the closure of the 
only school in the Old Town, but also 


hope the accommodation review process 
would play a bigger role in the eventual 
decision. It didn’t, and we’re still watch¬ 
ing, waiting and hoping that sense will 
prevail, and the value of educating stu¬ 
dents in their own community will be 
seen as not only in their best interests but 
also as being responsible to taxpayers. 

Other issues we know will make the 
news: where will the family health team 
and other medical services end up, and 
who will pay for their premises, whether 
new or remodelled? 

Will we have hospital beds for those in 
need of transitional care? 

Will we have an outdoor skating rink? 

What will happen to the town's Regent 
St. property? Will it become a park? 

There was talk during the election 
about an indoor swimming pool. Will 
there be any action on that front? 

Whatever the news, we look forward to 
sharing it with you. And don’t forget to 
share your news with us - we look for¬ 
ward to hearing it.

MPP Wayne Gates weighs in on education, school closures 


Shutting out parents and 
communities is the wrong 
way to decide the fate of 
schools in our local com¬ 
munities. 

Yet that’s what the Liberal 
government is doing. 

Every family knows that 
local schools are at the heart 
of communities and vital to 
their future. It’s as true in 
rural Ontario and small 
communities as it is in 
urban neighbourhoods. 

But the Liberals’ new 
rules for school closures 
will fast-track those deci¬ 
sions by restricting public 
participation. 

Under these new rules, 
half of the required public 
meetings will be eliminat¬ 
ed, timelines for public 
consultation will shrink,

and a new loophole will 
permit school closures 
based on a single open 
meeting. 


These rules are a recipe 
for more school closures, 
more pressure on local 
boards, and more damage 
to the fabric of our commu- 

Such heavy-handed tac¬ 
tics will help the Liberals 
cut $500 million from 
schools by 2017. But they fly 
in the face of elected school 
trustees, community part¬ 
ners and worst of all - the 
parents. Limiting public 
participation is the wrong 
thing to do, no matter how 
many times the Liberals try 

The Liberals are intent 
on shutting down schools 
when we should be build¬ 
ing community hubs 
instead. We’ve got small 
communities from across 


the province reaching out 
to the parents in Niagara- 
on-the-Lake because they 
understand their schools 
are at risk too. 

With enrolment set to 
increase by half a million 
kids over the next 20 years, 
the provincial government 
should be supporting inno¬ 
vative local efforts to build 
community hubs and keep 
schools open and in public 
hands. It deters people from 
moving to our vibrant small 
communities when they 
have to worry about wheth¬ 
er or not their kids will be 
able to finish their educa¬ 
tion close to their homes. 

Any decisions to close 
schools as a last resort must 
be made with the support of 
local boards and families, 


who have the best interests 
of the children and the 
whole community in mind. 
The CARE group in NOTL is 
a great example of a com¬ 
munity that has come 
together and done an 
incredible job fighting these 
school closures. If the 
Liberals continue with these 
plans to close our local 
schools without input, then 
we will see what’s happen¬ 
ing with Parliament Oak 
happen across the province. 
Parents will continue to 
organize and fight back 
against these cuts that 
remove access to education 
from their communities. 

This is the government 
that is supposed to be 
'transparent and open’ and 
yet they’re removing par¬ 


ents from the decisions that 
affect their children’s edu¬ 
cation. By ignoring the 
communities that their 
decisions affect, the Liberals 
are being anything but 
‘open and transparent! 

These new rules are the 
wrong way to decide the 
future of schools across 
Ontario. But they speak vol¬ 
umes about an out-of-touch 
Liberal government and 
their plans to cut school 
funding, no matter what the 
impact on kids and local 
communities.

Brighton, who has a 
type of autism called 
Asperger’s Syndrome, 
wanted to get a Disney 
Frozen Kid’s Recliner for 
his three-year-old sister. 
He took his mother’s cell 
phone when she was in 
the shower and sent a text 
to some of her friends 
asking if they could give 
him a ride to Leon’s 
because he wanted to 
work there and make 
some money so he could 
buy the chair. 

The people at Leon’s 
received a copy of the text 
last Friday so they con¬ 
tacted Brighton's mother, 
Jennifer, and they 
arranged a job interview. 

“We told him to come 
to the store for a job inter¬ 
view with our manager 
Frank Benevento and we 
would see about giving 
him a job as a greeter in 
front of our store,” said 
Lewis Leon, marketing 
manager. “We wanted 
him to greet customers 
and hand out candy 


canes. After that Frank 
was going to tell him he 
did a great job and we 
would present him with 
the chair.” 

When Brighton arrived 
at the store he was met by 
staff and taken to an office 
for the interview. He was 
hired and quickly put to 
work. Everything was 
photographed and video¬ 
taped and will be used on 
the store's social media 
site. 

“We thought it would 
be a real good Christmas 
story,” said Leon. “We 
thought it could be a lot 
of fun and we just want to 
present him with the 

After Brighton finished 
working, staff sat him in a 
chair and they asked him 
how he liked working. 

“This is an exciting job. 
I made a lot of people 
smile,” replied Brighton, 
while still wearing his 
Santa hat. 

When the Disney 
Frozen Kid's Recliner was 
brought out and given to 


him, he was the one with 
the big smile on his face. 

Jennifer said after she 
saw the text message that 
her son sent out she got a 
chuckle out of it and 
decided to send it to 
Leon’s. After hearing that 
the store wanted to see 
him about a job interview 
he told her that one day 
he's going to be famous. 

“I told him they needed 
him to work and he said 
he was ready to help. He’s 
very helpful around the 
house. My husband and I 
were sick a little while ago 
and he wanted to do 
everything,” said Jennifer. 
"My daughter, Aspynne, 
has a heart defect and 
Brighton heard my hus¬ 
band and I talking about 
it so he wanted to try and 
get this chair for her.”

Schlange said in his year 
on the job he has worked to 
create a Team Niagara 
approach, where depart¬ 
ment heads no longer work 
in “silos" but pull in the 
same direction.

The report says the 
Region’s performance when 
it comes to taxes is above 

"Over the past four years, 
Niagara has achieved its 
objective on taxpayer 
affordability, by reducing 
the amount paid by Niagara 
residents in taxes as a pro¬ 
portion to their household 
income,” the report says. 

When it comes to growth, 
encompassing population 
and taxable assessment 
growth as well as new con¬ 
struction, the report says 
Niagara has performed 
below average compared to 
Greater Toronto Area com¬ 
munities. 


The report notes Niagara’s 
employment rate is higher 
than the national and pro¬ 
vincial averages and Niagara 
is below average in an indi¬ 
cator called “community 
symptoms,” which mea¬ 
sures household income, 
social assistance caseload, 
homelessness, social hous¬ 
ing and long-term care 
home assets. 

The report suggests focus¬ 
ing on four pillars “in fos¬ 
tering an environment for 
economic prosperity”: 

1) Moving people and 
goods — Strategies include 
die development of a trans¬ 
portation master plan in 
collaboration with all 12 
Niagara municipalities, 
which would be key to get¬ 
ting GO rail expansion. 

2) Investment, innovation 
and entrepreneurship — 
Strategies include develop¬ 
ing a joint economic devel¬ 
opment plan that empha¬ 
sizes investment attraction 
and leads generation, eco¬ 
nomic research and analy- 

3) Building a workforce- 
ready labour market — 
Strategies include helping 
Ontario Works recipients 
find work by creating a skills 
inventory that would match 
recipients with local labour 
market needs and to devel¬ 
op programs and co-ordi¬ 
nate supports to help the 
working poor avoid requir¬ 
ing Ontario Works assis-
